ding we hold our ſeFves bound to uſe all the means and 
power » which by the Laws and (,onſtitutions of this 
Kingdom we aretruſted with for defence and protefi- 
on thereof and of the Subjefts fromforee and violence; 
We doe in tht our bumble and loyall Petition proſtrate 
our ſelves at Your Majeſtiesfeet, beſeeching your Roy- 
al Majeſtic, That you will be pleaſed toforbear, andre- | 
move all Preparations and Actions of War particulars V 
ly, the Forces from about Hull, from Newcaſtle, 
Tynmouth,Lincoln,and Lincolnfhire, and all other 
places, Andthat Your Majeſtiewill recall the ( 'ommi/- | 
fions of Array which are illegall; Diſmiſſe Troops, and 
extraordinary Guards by You raiſed , That Your Ma- 
Jeſtie will come neerer to your Parliamentzand hearken 
z0 their faithfull Advice and humble Petitions , which | 
ſball onely tend to the defence and advancement of Re- 
ligtos, Your own Royal Honour and ſafety , the preſer- \ | 
vation of Our Laws and Liberties : And we bave been, 
and/hall gver be carefull to prevent and puniſh all Tu- 
_ mults,andſeditious Attions , Speeches » and Writings,

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which may give Your Majeſtie juſt cauſe of diſtaſte op 
apprehenffon of danger; from which publike Aymes and 

E.. Reſolutions , no finiſter or private reſpe& ſhall 'e'ver 
', make ui to decline:that Your Majeſty will leave Delin- 
quents t0 the due courſe of Iuſtice , And that nothing 
done or ſpoken inParliament,or by any Perſon in pwr - 
ance ofthe Command and Direttion of both Houſes of 
Parliamet ,be queſtioned any where but in Parliament. 
And we y for our parts ſhall be ready to lay downall 
thoſe preparations which we have been forced to make 
for our defence. And for the Town of Hull, and the Or- 
| dinance concerning the Militia; As we bave in both theſe 
Particulars onely ſought the preſervation and peace of 
V the Kingdom,and the defence of the Parliament . fron 
force and violence, ſo we ſhall moſt willingly leave the 
Town of Hull in the ſtate it was before Sir John Ho- 
tham drew anyFforces into it , delivering Your Maje- 
ſties Magazine into the Tower of London , and ſupply- 
ing whatſoever hath been diſpoſed by w for the ſervice 
of the Kingdom: Weſhall be readztoſettle the Militia

To which, if Your 
Majeſties Courſes and Counſels ſhall from henceforth 
concur We doubt not but we ſhall quickly make it appear 
totheWorld, by the moſt eminent effets of Love and 
Duty,That Your Majeſties perſonall (afety,Your Roy- 
all Honour and Greatneſſe are much dearer to wu then 
our own Lives and Fortunes, which we doe moſs bear- 
tily Dedicats, and ſball moſs willingly imploy for the 
ſupport and maintenance thereof. 
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=\ Hough His Majcſtie had nogreat 
FO reaſon to beleeve, Thar the dire- 
94 p ctions ſent to the Earle of War- 

wick , to goto the River of Hum- 
ber, with as many Ships as he 
ſhould think fit, for all poſlible 
affitance to Sir Toby Hotbam, ( whilſt His Maje- 
tic expeRed the giving up of the Towne unto 
Him.) and to carry away ſuch Arms from thence, 
as his diſcretion thought fir to ſpare out of His 
Majefties owwne Magazine ; The chuling a gene- 
rall by both Houſes of Parliament, forthe Defence 
of thoſe who have obeyed their Orders and Com- 
mands (be they never ſo extravagant and illegall, ) 
Their Declaration, Thatin rhac Cale, they would

rall;”( all which were Veted the ſame day with 
this Petition ) and the Commaitting the Lord Ma- 
jar of London to Priſon, for executing His Maje. 
lies Writs and Lawfull Commands, were but il] 
Prologues to a Petition which might Compoſe 
the miſerable DiſtraQtions of the Kingdom, Yet, 
His Majeſties paſsionate deſire of the Peace of the 
Kingdom, together with the Preface of the Preſen- 
ters) Thatthey had brought a Petition full of Duty 
and Submifi1on to His Majeſtie,and which deſired 
nothing of Him, but His Conſent to Peace, (which 
His Majeſtic conceived to be the Language of both 
Houſes too ) begot a greedy hope and expectation 
in;Him, That this Petition, would have been ſuch 
anIntroduction to Peace,that it would atleaſt have 
ſatisfied His Meſſage of the eleventh of this 
Moneth, by delivetingup Hull unto His Majeftie. 
Butto His unſpeakable grief; his Majeſtie hath too 
much cauſe robeleeve, That the end of ſome per- 
| ſans;bythis Peticion,js not in truth. togive any reall 
ſatisfaction to His Majeſtie;; butby: theſpecious 
pretences of making offers to Him, to Mil-lead, 8& 
Seduce His People, and lay ſome impuration upon 
Him, of denying what is fitto begranted; other- 
wiſe, it wouldnot have thrawn thoſe unjuſt Re- 
| | proaches 
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proaches and Scandalls upon His Majeſtie, for ma- 
king neceſſary and juſt Defence for His own Safe- 
ty,& ſoperemptorily juſtified ſuch Actions againſt 
Him,as,by no rule of Law or Juſtice,can admitthe 
leaſt colour of defence, & after ſo many free & un- 
limited Acts of Grace paſſed by His Majeſtie, with- 
out any Condition , have propoſed ſuch things, 
which in Juſtice cannot bedenyed to Him, upon 
{uch Conditions, as, in Honour, He cannot Grant. 
However, thatallthe world may ſee how willing 
His Majeſtie would beto embrace any overture, 
that might beget a right underſtanding berween 
Him and His rwo Houſes' of Parliament, (with 
whom He is ſure He ſhall have no contention, 
when the private practices, & ſubtill inſinuations 
of ſome few Malignant Perſons ſhall be diſcove- 
red, which mis Majeſtic will take care,ſhall be ſpee- 
dily don) He hath with great care weighed the par- 
ticulars of this Petition, and returnes this Anſwer. 
Thar the Petitioners were never unhappy in 
their Petitions or Supplications to mis Majeſtie, 
whileſt they deſired any thing which was neceſſa- 
ry or convenient for the preſervation of Gods true 
Religion, His Majeſties ſafety & honour, and the 
Peace of the Kingdom, and therefore when thoſe 
oenerall envious foundations are laid, His Majeſtic 
B could 
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could with ſame particular inftances-had been ap- 
plyed. Let Envie and Malice object one particular 
Propofition for the preſervation of Gods true Re- 
ligion, which His Majeſtic hath refuſed to conſent 
to; what Himſelf hath often made for the caſe of 
tender Conſciences,& for the Advancement of the 
Proteſtant Religion, is notorious by many of nis 
Meſlages,and Declarations;what regard hath been 
to His honour and ſafety, when He bath been dri- 
ven from ſome of His Houſes, and kept from other 
of His Towns by Force; and what care there hath 
been of the peace of the Kingdom when endea- 
your hath becnuſed to put all xis Subjects in Arms 
againſt Him is ſo evident, that His Majeſtic is con- 
dent, He cannot ſuffer by thoſe generall imputati- 
ens: *Tis enough that the world knows what He 
hath granted, and what He hath denyed. 

For His Majeſties rayſing Forces, and making 
preparations for War, (whatſoever the Petitioners 


by the ill Acts of the Enemies to his Majeſties Per- 


fon and Government,and by the calumnies & ſlan- 
dersrailed againft xis Majeſtic by them, are indu- 
cedto beleeve) all men may know , what is done 
that way is but in Order to xis own Defence. Let 
the Peritioners remember , That (which all the 
world knows) is Majeftie was driyen from mis

Palace of Whitehall for ſafety of ris Life; That both 
Houles of Parliament, upon their own Authority, 
rayſed a Guard to themſelves, (having gotten the 
Command of all the Train-bands of Londos tothar 
purpoſe) without the leaſt colour or ſhadow of 
Danger; That they uſurped a Power, by their pre- 
rented Ordinance, (againſt all principles and ele- 
ments of Law) over the whole Militia of the King- 
dom, without and againſt His Majeſtics Conſent; 
That they tooke Poſleſhon of His TownsFort,and 
Magazine of Hull, and committed the ſame to Sir 
Jobn Hotham, who ſhut the Gares againſt His Ma- 
jeſtie, and by force of Arms, denyedentrance thi- 
ther to His own Perſon , That they juftified this 
AR,whichthey had notdireRed,and took Sir Johs 
Hotham into their proteQion for whatſoever he 
had done, or ſhould do againſt mis Majeſtie ; And 
all this whilſt mis Majeſtie had no other atten- 
dance,then His own meniall Servants: Uponthis, 
the duty and affection of this County prompted 
His Subjects here to provide a [mall Guard for His 
own Perſon, which was no ſooner done, but a 
Vote ſuddenly paſſed of ris Majeſties intentionto 
levie War againſt his Parliament (which God 
knows His heart abhorreth ) & notwithſtanding, 
all is Majeſties Profeſſions, Declarations,and Pro- 
B 2 teſtations 
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teſtations to the contrary, ſeconded by the cleer 
Teſtimony of ſo greata number of Peers upon the 
place , Propoſitions and Orders for levies of Men, 
Horſe, and Arms were ſent throughout the King- 
dom; Plate, and Money brought in, and received ; 
Horſe, & Men railed towards an Army, muſtered, 
and under Command, and all this contrary to the 
Law, and to His Majeſties Proclamation: And a 
Declaration publiſhed, That it He ſhould uſe force 
for the recovery of Hull, or ſuppreſsingthe preten- 
ded Ordinance for the Militia, it ſhould beheldle. 
vying Waragainſt the Parliament, and all this done 
before His Majeſtic granted any Commilsion, for 
the levying) or raiſing a Man : His Majeſties Ships 
weretaken from Him, & committed to the cuſto- 
dy of the Earle of Warwick, who preſumes, under 
that Power , touſurpto himſelfe the Soveraignty 
of the Sea, to chaſe, ; Brag & impriſon ſuch of His 
Majeſties good Subjects as deſire to obey his law- 
full Commands, although he had notice of thele- 
gall Revocation of the Earle of Northumberlands 
Commilsion of Admirall, whereby all Power de- 
rived from that Commilsion ceaſed.. Let all the 
world now judge who beganthis War , and upon 
whoſe account the miſeries which may follow 
mult be caft , what his Majeſtic could have done

teſſe chen He hath done,and whether He were not 
compelled to make proviſion, beth for the Defence 


of Himlelt, and recovery of whatis ſo violently, & 


injurioully taken from Him, & whether theſe In- 
juries, and Indignities are not juſt " 20pr; for His 
Majeſties Fears, and Apprehenſtons of further 
Miſchief & dangerto Him : Whence the Feares & 
Jealouſies of the Petitioners have proceeded , hath 
never been diſcovered , the dangers they have 
brought upon His good Subjects are too evident; 
what thole are they have prevented, no man 
knows : And therefore mis Majeſtie cannot but 
look upon that charge as the boldeft, and the moſt 
ſcandalous hath been yet laid upon Him, Fhat this 
neceſſary proviſion , made for His own Safety and 
Defence, is to over-rule the Iudgement and advice 
of His great Councell, and by force to determine 
the queſtions there depending, concerning the Go- 
vernment and Liberty of the Kingdom: If noother 
force had been raiſed,to determinethoſe queſtions 
then by His Majeſtie,this unhappy miſ-underſtan- 
ding had not been: And xis Majeſtic no longer de-| 
ſiresthe bleſſing, and protetion of Almighty God 
upon Himſelf,and His Poſterity , then He and they 


ſhall ſolemnly obſerve the due execution of the 


Lawsin the defence of Parliaments , and the juſt 
frcedomethereot. 
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Forthe Forces about Hull, His Majeſtic will re- 
moverthem , when He hath attained the end for 
which they werebrought thither, when Hul ſhall 
be reduced againto His ſubje&tion , He will no 
longer have an Army before it;And when He ſhall 
be aflured, Thatthe ſame necelsity, and pretence 
of publique good, which took Hull from Him,may 
not puta Garriſon into Newcaftle,to keep the fame 
againſt Him, He will remove His from thence , & 
from Tinmowth, till when the example of Hull will 
not out of His memory. 

For the Commiſsions of Array , which are le- 
gall, and are fo proved by a Declaration now in 
the Preſle, yis Majeſtie wonders why they ſhould 
atthis time be thought grievous,and ft to berecal- 
led; If thefeares of Invaſion and Rebellion be ſo 
great,that by an illegall prerended Ordinance cis 
neceſſary toput nis Subjects into a poſture of de- 
tence,to Array, Train,and Muſter them, He knows 
not why the ſameſhould not be don ina Regular, 
Known, Lawfull way, but if in the execution of 

that Commiſion any thing ſhall be unlawfully 
impoled upon mis Subjects, xis Majeſtic will cake 
all juſt and neceſſary care for their redrefle. 
For His Majefties coming neerer to His Partia- 
ment, His Majeſtie hath expreſſed Himſelf fo fully 
in His ſeverall Meſſages, Anſwers, and Declarati- 
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ons,and fo particularly avowed a reall fear of His | 
ſafety,upon ſuch inſtances as cannot be anſvyered, 
that He hath reaſon to take Himſelf ſomewhar 
neglected, That fince upon ſo manifeſt reaſons, *tis 
notſafe for His Majeſtie to come tothem, both His 
Houſes of Parliament will not come neerer to ais 
Majeſtie, orto ſucha Place, where the Freedom 
and dignity of Parliament might be preſerved. 
However His Majeſtic ſhall be very glad to hearc 
of ſome ſuch example in their puniſhing the Tu- 
mules , ( which He knows not how to expect, 
whenthey have declared that they knevy not of a- 
ny Tumults , though the Houſe of Peers defireds 
both for the Dignity and Freedom of Parliament, 
that the Houle of Commons would joyn with 
them ina Declaration againſt Tumules ) which 
racy refuſed{chatis, negletedto do ) and other (e- 
ditious Actions, Speeches , and Writings, as may 
rake that apprehenſion of danger from Him: 
Though;when xe remembers the particular com- 
plaints nimſelf hach made of buſineſſes of that na- 
rure,and that inſtead of enquiring outthe Authors 
negle& of examination hath been,when offer hath 
been made to both Houſes to produce the Authors, 
(as inthat treaſonable Paper concerning the M1li- 
3i4) and when he (ees every day Pamphlets publi- 
Meet ; ſhed:

ſhed againſt His Crown, and againſt Monarchy ir 
ſelf, as the Obſervations upon nis late Meſſages, 
Declarations, and Expreſſions , and ſome Declara- 
tions of their own which give too great encou- 
ragement inthat Argumentrto ill-affected perſons; 
His Majeſtic cannot with confidence entertain 
thoſe hopes which would be moſt welcome to 
Him, 

Forthe leaving Delinquents to the due coutſe 
of Juſtice, is Majeſtic is moſt aſſured ne hath becn 
no ſhelterto any ſuch;if the tediouſneſle and delay 
in proſecution, the vaſt charge in Officers Fees , the 
keeping menundera generall Accuſation without 
tryall a whole yeer and more , & {o allowing them 
no way for their defence and vindication, have 
frighted men away from fo chargeable& uncertain 
an attendance , the remedy is beſt provided where 
the diſeaſe grew.Ifthe Law be the meaſure of De- 
linquency,none ſuch are within xis Majeſties pro- 
recion:Burt,ifby Delinquents ſuch are underſtood 
who are made ſo by Vote, without any treſpaſle 
upon any known or eſtabliſhed Law, If by Delin- 
quents thoſe nine Lords are underſtood , who are 
made Delinquents for obeying mis Majeſties Sum- 
mons to cometo Him , after their ſtay there was 
' neither ſafe nor honourable, by reaſon of the Tu- 
mults 
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mults and other Violences , and whoſe impeach- 
ment, He is confident, is the greateſt breach of Pri- 
viledge that, before this Parliament, was ever offe- 
redto the Houſe of Peers; If by delinquents ſuch 
areunderſtood , who refuſe to ſubmirto the pre- 
readed Ordinance of the Militia, to that of the Na- 
vy;or to any other which ris Majeſtic hath not co- 
ſented to,;Such,who forthe peace ofthe Kingdom, 
inan humble manner, prepare Petitions to him , or 
to both Houſes,as his good Subjects of London and 
Kent did, whileſtſeditious ones, asthat of Eſſex & 
other places are allowed and cheriſhed , If by De- 
linquents ſuch are underſtood , who are called lo, 
for publiſhing his Proclamations (as the Lord Ma- 
jor of Londox ) or for reading his Meſſages and De- 
elarations ( as divers Miniſters about London and 
elſewhere) when thoſe againſt him are diſperſed 
with all Care and Induſtry, to poyſon and corrupt 
the loyalty and affeCtion of his people; If by Delin- 
quents ſuch are underſtood, who have, or ſhall lend 
His Majeſtic money in the Univerſities, or in any 
other places, his Majeſties declares to allthe world 
that ye will protec ſuch with His utmoſt power 
and ſtrength,and dire&ts, That in theſe Caſes they 
ſubmit notto any Meſſengers orWarrantsit being 
noleſle nis duty to prote thoſe who are inno- 
C cent 
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centthen to being the guilty ro condigne puniſh- 
mentz of bath whach the Lawv is to be judge: And 
ifboth Houſes do think fit to make a General, and 
to raile an Army for defence of thoſe who obey 
their Orders and Commands, His Majeſtie muft 
noe ſic ſtill;and ſuffes fuch who tubmit ro His juſt 
power , and are ſohcitous for the Laws of the 
Land,to-perifh and. be undone, hecauſethey are 
called Delinquents. And whenthey ſhall take up- 
on them tadiſpence with the attendance of thoſe 
whoa called by his Majefties Writ , whilſt they 
ſend them. to Sea to rob his Majeſtic of His Ships, 
or into.the ſeverall Countics to put his Subjects in 
Arms againft him , his Majeftie ( who onely hath 
it) will notloſethe power to difpence with them 
to artend his own perſon, or toexecute ſuch Of 
e925 are neceflary for the preſervation of Himſelf 
andthe Kingdom, bur muſt. protetthem, though 
they are called Delinquents. 

Forthe manner of the proceeding againft De- 
lnquents, His Majeftic will procced againſt thoſe 
who have no Priviledge of Parliament, ovipfuch 
Cafes where no priviledge ist0 be allowed, as He 
thall be adviſed by his learned Councelt, and ac- 
carding tothe knownand unqueſtionablo rules of 


the Law it being unreaſonable, that He ſhould be 


compelled 
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compelled to proceed againſtthole who have vio- 
lated the known and undoubted Law onely be. 
fore them who have directed (uch violation. 
Having ſaid thus much to the particulars of the 
Peticion,though his Majeſtic hath reaſon to com- 
plain, That ſince the (ending this Petition , they 
have beaten their Drums for Souldiers againſt 


him, armed their nevv Generall with a Power de- 
ſtrutivetothe Law and liberty of the SubjeRs , 8& 


choſen a Generall of their Horſe, His Majeftie, out 


of His Princely Love, Tenderneſle, and Compaſti- 
on of his People,and deſire ta preſerve the peace of 
the Kingdom,thatthe whole force and ſtrength of 
it may be united for the defence of itſelf, andthe 
relief of Ireland,(in whoſe behalf he conjures both 
his Houſes of Parliament, as they will anſwer the 
contrary to Almighty God , his Majeftie, tothoſe 
char truſt them, and to that bleeding miſerable 
Kingdomzthat they ſuffer not any Monies granted 
and colleted by AR of Parliamentto be diverted, 
or imployed againſt his Majeftie , whileſt his Soul- 
diers in that Kingdom, are ready to mutiny or pe- 
riſh for want of pay, and the barbarous Rebels pre- 
vail by that encouragement) is gracioully pleaſed 
once more,to propole and require. 

That His Wow of Hull be immediatly _ 
| C 2 re 
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red up to him; which being done(though His Ma- 
jeſtic hath been provoked by unheard of Inſolen- 
cies of Sir loby Hotham,ſince his burning, & drow- 
ning the Countrey, inleizing His Wine and other 
Proviſions for is houſe, and (cornfully uſeing His 
Servant, whom Heſenttorequire them, ſaying, [+ 
came to him by Providence, and he will keepit , and ſo 
refuſing codeliver it, with threats , it he or any 
other of his Fellow+ſervants ſhould again repair to 
Hull aboutit; and in taking and detaining Priſo- 
ners divers Gentlemen, and others, intheir paſſage 
over the Humber into Lincolnſhire abour their ne - 
ceſſary occaſions,and ſuch other Jndignities, (as 
all Gentlemen muſt reſent in is Majeſties behalf) 
his Majeſtie , to ſhew his earneſt deſire of Peace 
(for which ne wil diſpenſe with his own honour) 
| and how farHe is from defire of Revenge , will 
grant a free and generall. Pardon to. all perſons 
within that Town. 

That His Majeſties Magazinetaken from Hu, 
be forthwith pur into ſuch hands as he ſhall] ap- 
point. 

That nis Navy be forthwith delivered into ſuch 
hands as He hath-direQted for the government 
thereof, the detaining thereof after His Majeſties 
dirxeQions publilhedand received tothe contrary, 
and 
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and imploying His Ships againſt nim in ſuch man- 
mer asthey are now uſed, being notorious High 
Treaſon in the Commanders of thoſe Ships. 
Thatall Arms,Levies,and Proviſions for a War, 
made by the Conſent of both Houles (by whoſe 
example His Majeſtie hath been forced to make 
fome preparations)be immediately laid down,and 
the pretended Ordinance for the Militia, and all 
power of impofing Laws upon the Subject, with- 
out His Majelties conſent be dilavowed, without 
which, theſame pretence will remain to produce 
the ſame miſchiets; all which His Majeſtie may as 
lawfully demand,as to live; and can with no more 
Juſtice bedenyed Him) then his Life may beraken 
from Him. 

Theſe being done,and the Parliament adjourned 
to aſafe and ſecure place, His Majeſtie promiſes in 
the preſence of God, and binds mimlelt, by all his 
confidence & aſſurance in the affeion of ris peo- 
ple, that He will inſtantly, and moſt cheerfully, lay. 
down allthe force He ſhall have raiſed, and dil- 
charge all His future and intended Levies , chat 
there may be a generall face of Peace over the 
whole Kingdom, and will repairetothem, And 
deſires that all differences may be frecly debated in 
a Parliamentary way, whereby the Law may re- 
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cover its duereyerence, the SubjeR, his juſt Liber- 
ty, andParfiamentsthemſelves:', their full vigour 
and eſtimation; and ſo the whole Kingdom a bleſ(- 
ſed Peace, Quiet, and Profperiry. 

If theſe Propoſitions ſhall be rejeted , His Ma- 
jeſtic doubts not of the proteion and aſliſtance of 
Almighty God , and the ready concurrence of His 
good Subjects, who can have no hope left them of 
enjoying their own long , if their King may be op- 
prefſed,and {poyled, and muſt be remedileſle. And 
chough His Towns, His Ships, His Arms, and His 
| Money begotten andtaken from Him, He hath a 


good Caule left, and the hearts of His People, 


which, with Gods bleſsing, He doubts not, will 
recover all the reſt. 

Laſtly, if the preſervation of the Proteſtant Re- 
ligion, the defenceof the Liberty and Law of the 
Kingdom, the Dignity and freedom of Parlia- 

"menc, andthe Recoverie andche Reliefof bleeding 
and miſerable Ireland be equally precious to the 
Petitioners, as they are to His Majeſtic (who will 
have no quarrel] but in defence of theſe ) there 


will be a cheerfull and ſpeedy conſent to what His. 


Miajeftie hath now propoſed and deſired. 
And of this, His Majeſtie expeQts a full and po- 
itive Anſwer, by Wedneſday the 27,of this inſtant 


July:
